4 Creates Favorell Class,

“If congress,” the dissenters added,
“is prepared to deliver the bodies of
these 9,000,000 men into the hands of
the military authorities, without con-
dition or limitation, then it should
pass this ioilit resolution; if not, it
should be defeated.” $

Five democrats and one republican
constituted the minority, which
spared no words denoungcing the reso-
lution as a repudiation of the princi-
ple of universal liability to service;
declared that it “substituted the arbi-
trary will of the military and would
create a favored class to feast on war
profits.

“Tt 18 sought,” the minority report
contends, “to defend the grant of
these unheard of powers by asserting
that the military authorities desire to
take for military service only those
whao have not become articulated with
the social or- industrial life of the
communities in which they are regis-
tered; this rule, if strictly applied, ex-
cludes irom the military service ev-
eryone but vagabonds and tramps.”

Construction details of these planes
never has been published. It is
known, however that the seaplanes
are substantially similar to the British
flying boats and are equipped with
two Liberty motors, which provide
approximately horsepower to
drive the ship.
